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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that DeShrijver does not , 
disclose biometric portions for identifying or verifying a user or that the signature contains biometric portions. However, in DeSchrtjver 
the signature is biometric data (see specification, page 3, lines 20-21 and page 8, lines 19-21) and includes biometric portions (coL 4, 
lines 55-64; note: data packets contains parts of a signature) for verifying a user (col. 6, lines 8-15). Applicant argued that Pare in view 
of Barrett does not disclose biometric information or biometric portions for identifying or verifying a user. However, Pare discloses 
biometric data used to verify a user (fig. 3) and Barrett discloses interleaving biometric portions of biometric data (figs. 3-8; col. 2, lines 
10-12; note: voice data), where the motivation for the combination is to mitigate the loss of biometric portions in a network (Barrett, col. 
2, lines 18-17-21 and 33-38). In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the specifics of biometric portions or how they are selected or 
obtained) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). . 
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
